The R ough E xperience o f Two R un­ 
aw ay Laris—Saloons in D en­ 
ver Closed Y esterday.

E X T E N SIO N O F T IM E . 


R ep o rt o f th e S en a te S p ecia l C o m m ittee 
on P a cific R a ilro a d s. 
W a sh in g to n , February 16th.— The Sen­ 
ate Special Committee on Railroads, alter 
m any hearings, a thoiongh investigation 
and careful consideration, have finally ac­ 
cepted the reports of Senator Frye on the 
Union Pacific, and Senator Davia on the 
Central Pacific, and agreed to a bill provid­ 
ing for refunding their debts. 
The report on the Union Pacific reaches 
the following conclusions: 
1. T h at th e policy of building or acquiring 
branch lines was wise, an d through the period 
covered by th eir inquiry, w ere nonestiy and 
econom ically carried out. 
2. T h at the m ain line has derived an im m ense 
advantage from th e branches, and ihere is no 
foundation for th e charge th a t th e latter have 
received undue beacn t at the expense of the 
m ain line. 
3. T hat the building of th e Oregon Short Lin» 
and the subsequent acquirem ent of the Oregon 
R ailw ay and N avigation Oom pany's lines, in­ 
stead of being a m enace to the intere»t of the 
Governm ent, have proved a decided advantage. 
4 T hat the recent consolidation of th e several 
branches u nder th e nam e of the Oregon Short 
Line and U tah N orthern ItRilway Company 
sim plifies the system of the Union Pacific anil 
m akes possible a m ore effective and econom ical 
m anagem ent, and iu no regard evidences anv 
purpose of evading obligations to the G overn­ 
m ent. 
5. T hat th e branches, instead of being m ain­ 
tained a t th e expense o f th e m ain line, con­ 
tribute at least 83,000,000 a year to the treasury 
of th e com pany. 
6. T hat the 
im provem ents have been for 
several years past greater on the m ain line th an 
on th e branches, and some of them are very 
im portant and expensive. 
7. T hat there is no evidence of any purpose on 
the p art ol the com pany to surrender th at por­ 
tion oí their road over w hich th e G overnm ent 
has a statutory right. On the contrary there 
is every reason tending to satisfy any candid 
person th at no such purpose exists. 
S. T hat this is s capable and well m anaged road 
an d is abuudautly able to pay its debts, requir­ 
ing only, like every other railroad, tim e in 
w hich to pay. 
9. T hat th e present m anagem ent is honestly try ­ 
ing to effect a fair adjustm ent w ith the G overn­ 
m ent. 
10. T hat th e interest of th e G overnm ent and 
the railw ay com pany w ill be prom oted by '.he 
settlem ent, an d one can be m ade now, under 
w hich 
every dollar of 
the 
debt w ith in ­ 
terest can be paid. It fiuds the present security 
to be a statutory lien on the road com m encing 
three m iles west of the Missouri river and ex ­ 
tending to a point five m iles west of Cgden, and 
on the other road com m encing a h alf m ile west 
o f K ansas City, an d extending to a point 393 
m iles w esterly. 
Com m encing in the prairie 
and ending in one. 
Not enough to protect the 
Governm ent debt if it shall not he adjusted un­ 
til it becom es due, w ithiu fifty m illions of dol­ 
lars, w hile under th e bill to he reported the se­ 
curity obtained w ill be tw ice th e G overnm ent 
debt in value and paym ent according to the 
term s of th e bill wiU be absolutely certain. 


T H E CENTRAL PA CIFIC . 
The report on the Central Pacific finds 
the U nited States has for seenrity a statu­ 
tory lien on the road commencing at a 
point five miles west of Ogden and extend­ 
ing to San Jose, w ithout term inal facilities 
at either end, m ade subject to mortgage to 
secure bonds equal in am ount to the or­ 
iginal indebtedness of the company to the 
U nited States. That that portion of the 
road from Ogden to the westerly slope of 
the Sierra Nevadas is practically only a 
bridge, without any local business of any 
am ount; that the line3 reaching from the 
main line into Nevada do not now pay 
actnal expenses, and that the present secur­ 
ity to the United States upon this propertv 
is entirely inadequate; that a foreclcsure of 
the first mortgage would substantially ex­ 
haust in satisfaction thereof the entire 
property, and that it would be inexpedient 
for the U nited States to redeem it from 
said first mortgage, or to become the owner 
of the property through redem ption and 
foreclosure. 
The report finds it is expedient, neces­ 
sary and practicable to adjust and further 
secure the indebtedness to the United 
States upon extended time at a reduced rate 
of interest, w ithin the ability of the com­ 
pany to pay, upon such term s as to ad­ 
vance the development of the country 
through which said roads pass, and afford 
the inhabitants thereof reasonable rates of 
transportation for passengers and freight. 
From the report it appears the Central 
Pacific has not the ability to pay at all 
equal to that of the Union Pacific, but 
under the terms of the bill to be reported 
can m ake a final and full paym ent reason­ 
ably certain. The bill agreed upon in­ 
cludes within its provisions the Union Pa­ 
cific Railroad Company, the Kansas Pacific 
Railway Company, the Central Branch of 
the Union Pacific Railroad Company, con­ 
solidated under the nam e of the Union Pa­ 
cific Railway Company; the Central Pacific 
Railroad Company, successor to the Central 
Pacific Railroad, California and Western 
Pacific Railroad Company. 
It provides for findiDg the present worth 
of the indebtedness of the Union Pacific 
Railway Company on July 1, 1S90, and for 
the paym ent to the United States of that 
am ount with 3 per cent, interest, payable 
sem i-annually; also a portion of the prin­ 
cipal sem i-annually, so that the entire 
debt can be paid in fifty years. 
It requires that the Union Pacific Rail­ 
way shall give a mortgage on all the prop­ 
erty, of every nam e and description, real, 
m ixed aud personal, and also preserves to 
the United States the present statutory lien 
in the event of a failure of said company 
to accept the provisions of the Act. There 
shall be carried to the credit of the sinking 
fund one-haif of the compensation for 
services rendered for the Government and 
in addition thereto the sum of $2 000,000 a 
year or 75 per centum of tlie whole net 
earnings of the Union Pacific Railway 
Company. 
Extending, also, the provisions of the 
Thurm an Act to the Kansas Pacific R ail­ 
way Company and the Central Pacific Rail­ 
road Company and that on their failure to 
pay a receiver shall be appointed to take 
charge of, manage and operate the road 
and the branches and lines of said com­ 
pany until the principal interest and deb's 
of said company shall have been fully 
paid. 
Section six provides for the ascertain­ 
m ent of the present worth of the debt of 
the Central 
Pacific Railroad Comnany, 
then for the paym ent of interest at the rate 
of two per cent, per annum payable semi- 
annnally, aud so m uch of the principal as 
shall result in paym ent of the entire debt 
in seventy-five years. 
But in order to relieve the road from too 
great a burden during the next ten yeare, 
it is necessary for it to m ake some exten­ 
sive improvements. It capitalizes for that 
tim e one-half of the two per cent, to be 
held. The bill requires a mortgage of the 
entire properly of the Central Pacific R ail­ 
road Company, including some very im ­ 
portant roads in California, and also by that 
section and a subsequent one that the 
Southern Pacific Railroad Company and 
the Central Pacific shall m ake the present 
lease subsisting between them additional 
security to the United States for payment 
of the debt. 
E ither of said companies may extend the 
paym ent or refund the indebtedness prior 
to that. The United States to extend the 
par value of such first mortgage bonds, the 
rate of interest not to exceed five per cent. 
In the event of any default for ninety days 
in the payment of interest or principal, as 
required by the Act, the entire debt shall 
immediately m atare. 
A record of the 
mortgage by the Secretary ol the Tieasury 
in conformity w ith the law of the various 
States and Territories where the property 
is situated is provided for. 
T he U nited States m ay retain all the 
m oney due to these companies for services 
until the installm ents of the principal and 
interest upon their bonds next m aturing 
after such services are rendered shall be 
fally paid. Tbe companies shall pay no 
dividends unless the 
same shall have 
been actually earned, and unless such com­ 
pany shall have paid all the interest and 
m atured indebtedness. 
Section 18 provides for tbe repeal of the 
law requiring Government Directors; also 
the laws imposing lim itations on the rights 


cf companies to aequ’re property, extend 
railways, e tc , etc.

Jacob turned and 
tied, and when near the corner of Broome 
street he tnrned on the voung man and 
aimed his revolver. Otto dodged behind a 
wagon, and Jacob, seeing twopolice officers 
approaching, placed the muzzle of tbe re­ 
volver to his own temple and fired. He 
died in a few minutes. * 
Mrs. RoyoziDsky was taken to the hos­ 
pital in a very critical condition. Various 
causes led to the shooting. The trouble 
began some three years ago. A t that time 
J.oob is said to have smuggled a lot of 
diam onds into the 
country, which he 
placed in the m urdered m an’s keeping. 
W hen the danger was over Jacob asked 
for the return of th8 diamonds. 
Royozinsky, it is said, refused to give 
them up. This led to a quarrel. Another 
canse is found in the fact that Jacob was 
enamored of Royozinsky's niece. 
H is suit 
prospered until it was learned that he had 
a wife and children living with him in 
Brooklyn, when Royozinsky refused him 
the house. 
Frequent and bitter quarrels ensued. 
Jacob went to the honse at 4:30 o’clock 
this morning, knocked on the door and 
told Royozinsky somebody was stealing 
their horses. 
Royozinsky dressed him self 
and went out and tbe tragedy followed. 


N A T IO N A L G U A R D . 


Im p o r ta n t B ills to tie P resen ted to C on­ 
g ress a t T h is S ession . 
W a s h in g to n , February 10th.—The ex­ 
tension of the naval militia system is the 
object of a bill which Congressman An 
drew» of Massachusetts will introduce in 
the House on Monday. 
His object is to 
encourage a sort of naval training-school 
under the different State Governments, 
which will fit men for active service in the 
navy in case of war. 
Tha House Committee on Militia has 
ordered a favoiable report on the bill in­ 
troduced by Mr. Henderson of Iowa, to 
promote the efficiency of the m ilitia. It 
provides that the militia shall consist of 
every able-bodied male citizen who is more 
than 18 and less than 45 years of age aud 
such acceptable male citizens as may vol­ 
unteer for m ilitary duty. 
The m ilitia 
shall be divided into two classes, the organ­ 
ized to be known as the National Guard 
and the unorganized to be known as the 
Reserve Militia. 
The Reserve 
Militia 
shall not be liable to any m ilitary duty, 
except when called into service by an Act 
of Congress and upon proclamation of the 
President. 
The National Guard shall consist of such 
regularly enlisted troops as are, or may be 
organized in the several 8tates and Terri­ 
tories in pursuance of their respective laws, 
provided, however, that the original enlist­ 
m ent shall be for not less than three years, 
and re-enlistment for not less than one 
year, and in both cases with the provision 
that if such enlistm ent should expire dur­ 
ing the tim e when in the service of the 
United States, that it shall continue until 
the expiration of the lime for which they 
were called into such service, provided that 
such extension of time of service shall not 
exceed ninety days. 
The bill also appropriates $100,000 and 
supplies to the National Guard. 
It estab­ 
lishes a Bureau of Militia in the W ar De­ 
partm ent.

Senhor de Saraiva, the statesman whom 
Dom Pedro commissioned to organize the 
cabinet in which de Fonseca was to have 
had a place, said: "The republic is an ac­ 
complished fact.

Senhor Saraiva returns to Brazil, where 
he will use his influence to restrain the 
ultra friends of Dom Pedro from following 
a reactionary policy.

WE SHOULD PSOTEST. 
Portlier details are at hand concerning 
the cruelties to political convicts in Si­ 
beria. They come from Stepniak, to be 
sure, and are therefore to be received with 
some allowance because of the known bit­ 
terness of the author of “Underground 
Russia” towards the Czar’s Government. 
There are enough evidences of truth in 
the story as published in yesterday’s Kec- 
ord-Union, however, to make the recital 
ihrülingly horrible. The Hogging to death 
of the delicate woman, Madame Sigada, 
may or may not he true; that she was 
lashed into insensibility, and that she soon 
after died, either by her own hand or as a 
result of the punishment, seems to be es­ 
tablished. 
It must be born iu mind that all news 
avenues leading out of Siberia are in the 
hands of the Russian officials, save only 
the cipher and secret communications that 
the convicts manage to forward. In the 
main these have been found to be correct. 
For the Siberian exile long since learned 
that it is essential that he should be ac­ 
curate in any statements he makes, mis­ 
representation and exaggeration leading 
only to a withdrawal of sympathy and 
seriously crippling all efforts to ameliorate 
the conditions of exile, besides bringing 
upon the unhappy prisoners in case of dis­ 
covery or interception of the message, new 
and more severe punishments. It is cer­ 
tain, too, that Stepniak, has means of com­ 
municating with the exiles which the 
Russian Government cannot cut off", and 
that of all the Russian revolutionists he 
receives most dispatches from the prisons 
and convict mines. It can make no differ­ 
ence whatever in the estimate of the judg­ 
ment of the civilized world what Madame 
Sigida’s offense may have been. There is 
no infraction of prison rules that can he 
conceived of, according to Mr. Kenan, that 
will justify the flogging of a delicate and 
refined woman, or of any woman. That 
three of the companions of the lady should 
have followed her by suicide, is in itself 
a strong indictment of the government of 
the prisons. It is well known that the 
husband of Madame Karalefskav, thouch 
admitted to be entirely innocent ®f any 
political or other offense, and not in any 
degree iuii®nned of his wife’s political 
plotting, was sent to a petsal settlemout oo 
the Pacific side, where he now is. His 
wife was one of the group that committed 
suicide to escape the same punishment 
under which Madame Sigida is said to 
have died. 
There is nothing really new in this (log­ 
ging of political exiles, and nothing new 
in the suicide of the wretched sufferers; 
such things have been going on for years 
and the civilized world has all along been 
aware of it. Yet nations whose people are 
horror-stricken at these brutalities, and 
who shudder at the bare recital of the 
monstrous cruelties practiced upon Russia’s 
political prisoners, have continued to smile 
upon Russia and hold relations with her 
of the most cordial character. It is not 
recorded that any one o( the Christian na­ 
tions has had the courage to rebuke the 
Czar's Government or demaud in the name 
of civilization that it cease to punish her 
political prisoners with such brutality. It 
was by no means uncommcu when slavery 
existed in the United States for other 
peoples to rise up in their wrath and indig­ 
nation and protest to us that the holding 
of human beings in bondage was an offense 
to the civilized world. 
In England, 
France and even Germany associations 
were formed for the express purpose of 
operating upon public sentiment in this 
country with a view to bringing about the 
abolition of slavery. “Uncle Tom’s Cabin” 
was translated into nearly all tongues, and 
everywhere was received as an evidence of 
our shame. There were not infrequent 
propositions to foreign Governments by 
their people to intervene in behalf of the 
sieves and solicit our Government to con­ 
sider means for their manumission. There 
never was any slavery in America that was 
at all comparable in conditions of hardship 
and cruelty to the horrible fate of the po­ 
litical exiles of Rus.-ia; in cur system of 
human bondage tlieie ne-’er was anything 
calculate 1 to so stir the sympathies and 
rouse the indignation of men as in the con­ 
dition and treatment of the Siberian 
exiles. If slavery iu the United States 
justified or excused the protests of the Eu­ 
ropean people what should be their frame 
of mind in the face of such recitals as 
th .-c now given to the public to the shame 
of Russia? Is there not in her treatment 
of political prisoner-, her torture of wit­ 
nesses, her barbarous punishment of 
women, her bitter injustice in punishing 
entire households for the offenses of one 
member, cause suffi dent for protests, ac­ 
companied by such intimations of inten­ 
tion to refuse recognition to a Govern­ 
ment that countenances such outrages, as 
will tend to secure reform? 
Abstractly we have no right to meddle 
in the affairs of other people; under the 
code of international ethics it is no con­ 
cern of the United States what manner of 
cruelties Russia inflicts upon her own; bat 
there is a code of humanity superior to 
written law, and accepted rules of inter­ 
national comity that justifies a civilized 
people in protesting loudly and vigorously 
against inhumanity wherever and by 
whomsoever practiced. 
In the United 
States we have permitted, nay, approved 
the formation of associations in behalf Of 
the Irish tenantry; we have without suf­ 
ficient warrant connived by silence at the 
raising of money and the collection of 
arms in their behalf, as against a nation 
with which we are at peace ard that is of 
our own blood. Vv’e received the retel 
Kossuth with open arms, and from one 


end of the nation to the other espoused his 
cause and loudly denounced the Govern­ 
ment that put him under the ban of exile; 
we still join hands with England and 
France to suppress the African slave trade, 
and protest at the mouth of shotted guns 
to any nation that fosters the infamous 
traffic. We claim the human right to 
search upon the African coast, or even 
upon the high seas, any ship suspected of 
carrying slaves, no matter what colors she 
floats. Shall not civilization and common 
humanity find in the sufferings of the Si­ 
berian political convicts even stronger rea­ 
sons for protesting to the Czar ? Is there 
not in the method of that potentate to­ 
wards political offenders greater reason for 
the people of other nations actively mani­ 
festing sympathy for the sufferers than 
was ever found in the condition of the 
American slaves, the revolting Magyar, or 
the desire of the Irish peasantry to over­ 
thrown landlordism? 
We echo Mr. 
Kennan’s exclamation, when informed of 
the latest atrocity in Siberia: “Well may 
we ask ourselves, standing here in Liber­ 
ty’s chosen land, how civilized nations 
suffer such things to be.” 


DURING TH E 
BLOCKADE. 


THE EIVEK DELEGATION. 
The Executive Committee of the River 
Convention has resolved to send a delega­ 
tion to Washington to consult with the 
Federal authorities and our delegation in 
Congress relative to the improvement of 
the Sacramento and other rivers. With­ 
out now considering the wisdom or ne­ 
cessity of this action, let us hope that it 
will result in something being done in line 
with the duty of the Federal Government 
towards those navigable rivers that have 
suffered serious injury, through its neglect 
in great part. That the Sacramento 
should have thorough and systematic 
treatment is conceded on all sides. As to 
the methods to be employed, and the 
amount of money that is necessary to ac­ 
complish desired results, those are details 
we can well commit to the liver commis­ 
sion which it is hoped Congress will erect. 
Just what should be done for the reclama­ 
tion of the river from its present condition 
ciunot he definitely decided until a thor­ 
ough examination and re-survey. Gener­ 
ally, it is known that its channel should 
be deepened, its waters given full scouring 
capacity, and its navigability generally 
promoted. Whatever is done must, of 
necessity, involve heavy outlay, for it 
would be the merest waste to enter upon 
any patchwork. What, in general, the 
stream will be found to need will he thor­ 
ough treatment during a teim of years, ac­ 
cording to a well-devised plan for deepen­ 
ing channels, increasing the momentum of 
the waters and preserving the banks from 
decay. These may involve the questions 
of an escape-wav for surplus flood waters, 
the enlargement of exits in the delta of 
the river, the construction of a system of 
levees, and possibly the cutting out of cer­ 
tain great bends in the river. But, as said 
already, these are matters of detail that 
must he left to the commission it is ex­ 
pected will be appointed. If Congress can 
but be committed to that policy, we think 
that the people need have no fear that the 
proper work will not he (lone. The Federal 
Government, by certain acts directed to 
the law ofticeis of the Government two 
years ago, confessed its duty towards the 
river as a free highway, the heritage of all 
the people, and what is now necessary is to 
see that the matter of conserving the navi­ 
gability of the stream is not, hv its proper 
guardian, so long postponed that the cost 
of river re- lamation will be appalling. 


I t is altogether unlikely that the ppnple 
of Brazil will recall_,Dom Pedro to be their 
first President. He expresses himself as 
willing to accept the office if the people 
unhesitatingly demand it. If he should 
be elected, he would prove faithful to the 
trust; of that we can rest assured, for the 
ex-Emperor is the soul of honor. But he 
will not he called. The Brazilians respect 
him, but they are fully aware cf his indis­ 
position to administer office. As Emperor 
his weakness in late years consisted iu 
putting upon his ministers all the weighty 
affairs of State; for himself, he loved 
books, scientific research and mechanical 
inquiry, but not State duty. The task of 
administering the affairs of the republic in 
the first term of its existence will be far 
more difficult than was that serving as 
Emperor in a nation that has now rejected 
imperialism. To such a task as devolves 
upon a President, Dom Pedro is unequal, 
by reason of his age, his habits of life, and 
his aristocratic relations. Even if the 
Brazilians conceive him to be equal to such 
a duty, it is uulikcly they will call him 
for fear that his relations with European 
sovereigns will create opportunities for 
monarchial plotting behind the President’s 
back.

“ LI5RML CHRISTIANITY.” 


EEV. C. P. MASSEY ABGUES FEOM THE 
UNITARIAN STANDPOINT 


And Marshals Some Anthorities 
Support of His Denominational 
Position. 


in 


At yesterday’s services of the Unitarian 
Society Rev. C. P. Massey took for his text 
2 Timothy iii., 16: ‘ All Scripture is given 
by inspiration of God, and is profitable for 
doctrine, for reproof, for correction, for in­ 
struction in righteousness.” He said: 
What I have to say to yon this morning is 
intended to enforce some general considera­ 
tions which have now come to be enter­ 
tained in the world of intelligent thought. 
The time when liberal Christianity under­ 
took to do distinctively denominational 
work, the time when it relied upon exposi­ 
tion, comment and controversy for its sup­ 
port, is now happily far distant in the past. 
In the incipiency of the movement, and 
when tbe thought of the world was almost 
universally controlled by considerations of 
literal interpretation, of limited inspira­ 
tion, and of local and exceptional miracles, 
it was hardly to be expected that liberal 
Christianity even could have emancipated 
itself from the prevailing consensus of 
opinion, and should not have sought by 
appeals to the letter of the word, to have 
discriminated its confession from every 
othpr, and should not have done this with 
the commendable desire of rearing a struc­ 
ture of faith that would find objective ex­ 
pression in a material establishment. 
But with the lapse of years the supposed 
integrity of many things upon which faith 
was thought to be necessarily founded 
came to be seriously questioned, and it was 
early seen that except as it confirmed some 
belief made reasonable by a study of things 
in larger relations, no appeal to simply 
textual proof could be valuable for carry­ 
ing conviction to the candid and thought­ 
ful of the time whom it was especially de­ 
sirable to influence. I allude to these facts 
simply because I desire to emphasize the 
statement that except as these things dis­ 
criminate us naturally from other religious 
bodies, making appeal to widely different 
authorities for their support, we have no 
controversy, and cannot be enticed into 
one. Adherence to one or another confes­ 
sion of belief has come among the intelli­ 
gent too largely to be attributed to differ­ 
ences of temperament, or taste, or educa­ 
tion, or surroundings, to carry with it ne­ 
cessarily any credential of merit or badge 
of dishonor. Christian or Jew, Roundhead 
or Cavalier, Protestant or Catholic, Calvin­ 
ist or Arminian, Trinitarian or Unitarian, 
indicate of themselves nothing of merit or 
demerit, of honor or dishonor in the wearer, 
the scrutiny of the world searching beneath 
all badges and confessions and formulated 
systems, and denominational, and even 
nation ll and race distinctions, to test the 
component elements of character iu the 
crucible of a stern and impartial judgment. 
In this larger interpretation of things, 
and especially of our confession as not held 
by the limitations binding many other de 
nominational beliefs, I am prepared to ad­ 
vance the text as containing u helpful 
thought in presenting the considerations 
I destre to submit to you this morning. 
All Scripture is given by inspiration of 
G.d, and is profitable for doctrine, for re­ 
proof, for correction, for instruction iu 
righteousness. It is perhaps true that the 
writer to whom thise utterances are 
ascribed would have interpreted his in­ 
struction in a much narrower sense than 
we are now supposed to assign to it. The 
Hebrew who uttered or wrote the words 
was doubtless a man of his time, swayed 
by the traditions of his race, and would 
have admitted no larger meaning to the 
word scripture than that which defined it 
as consisting of the sacred records of his 
people. It is to appeal from thi9 dis­ 
tinction that I present the words to 
you now, to put a meaning into them 
which displays the providence of God in 
more attractive colors, to make them serve, 
in a partial sense, as the watchword of a 
religious movement that cares less for its 
distinctive denominational existence than 
that it shall be either as an organized or 
unorganized activity, helpful in reflecting 
in its teachings the ascertained spirit of the 
age, and so of dispensing what good it can 
in the changed conditions which have over­ 
taken the world. 
Reverently refusing, then, to be bound by 
the letter of tradition, as 1 have intimated, 
we do not scruple to appeal from the man 
of the first century to the man of the nine­ 
teenth, and interpret tbe utterances of some 
earlier proclaimer of truth as we believe 
that he himself would have interpreted 
them now. And we make this appeal pre­ 
cisely in the same spirit as liberal Chris­ 
tianity appeals from Channing of half a 
century ago to Channmg B3 he would 
doubtltss have interpreted truth to-day, if 
he had lived to be taught by that later 
knowledge which has modified so many 
conceptions of sacred things. It is no dis­ 
grace to Channing that, living in the 
earlier portion of the centnry, he did not 
see truth precisely as do many who live in 
the latter portion of it; it is no disgrace to 
a communion that so especially treasures 
his memory, if appreciating him for so 
many things, it refuses to make him the 
staudard-bearer of its present e.dvance. I 
aliude to this particularly, because there is 
a spirit of marked unfairness among those 
unfriendly to liberal thought in deliberately 
upholding the opinions of those who at an 
earlier time were the honored exponents of 
liberal opinion, and impliedly binding 
their snccessots to support their evety de­ 
liverance under the penalty of being re­ 
garded as apostate from essential truth. 
It is, then, in the desire to make the 
nroadtst generalization which can be made 
front what truth we possess helpful in our 
work that wc proclaim the fact of ail scrip­ 
ture btiug given by inspiration of Gud. 
Taking the expression, however, out of it3 
received traditional sense, tbe question 
naturally ccturs, what may be regarded as 
scripture whtch has this stamp cf the divine 
sffl’. us, and winch can be made profita­ 
ble tor much in the proper ordering 
of life? If the spirit of the age, the gen­ 
eral eotseusus of the higher thought of the 
time, is to he considered, it must imme­ 
diately be seen that nothing that is local or 
special, notfiirig that fails to meet the re­ 
quirements of ais'ract truth in its mani­ 
fold relations, can be estimated as bearing 
, i s credentials. Stripture is then at once 
limited to that which is found to be capa­ 
ble uf universal application to truth which 
ait hearts can appropriate to a revelation of 
facts that can be studied anJ made com- 
foriing in every noble endeavor to tU;ts:n 
the moral file. 
And now let me bring our enderstand- 
| ing u! the text into connection with our 
! denominational position and sc.ivity. 
I After our recent largely attended Ccnier- 
' et.ee in Philadelphia, the New Ycrk Trib­ 
une having paid a merited tribute to the 
representative character of the assemblage, 
over which the Hon. George IV. Curtis 
presided, sue; especially to the ability and 
: accepted authority in many departments ol 
; litera ure of the gentlemen who spoke a: 


the 
sessions, stated very truthfully 
that, 
upon 
strictly 
denominational 
grounds, 
Unitarianism, as compared 
with many other confessions of belief, was 
making no noteworthy progress. The 
writer then, with a clear comprehension 
for the reason of this, went on to say that 
Unitarianism represented more especially 
a move ment of thought than any concert 
of opinion; that it was an influence not so 
largely felt in its special work of denomi­ 
national activity as in the power it exerted 
in every higher department of intellectual 
and moral progress, and so any proper ap­ 
preciation of its usefulness mast come 
through a careful estimate of what liberal 
Christianity is really doing in the higher 
walks of human accomplishment. 
I have already said that Unitarianism 
has long since abandoned anything like an 
attempt to buttress its structure by what 
may be classed under the general heads of 
exposition, comment, defense and attack. 
Except, too, as they are naturally con­ 
nected with its work, the strictly denomina­ 
tional address, essay or treatise, for one 
capable of accomplishment adapted to 
appeal to a larger constituency, is distaste­ 
ful, such work being deprived c-f that 
larger bearing which would be accorded to 
it if it simply appealed to truth that could 
be more easily recognized as bearing cre­ 
dentials entitling it to universal accept­ 
ance. Upon tbe purely denominational 
contributions to the literature to the cen­ 
tury, a recent writer has, however, this ap­ 
preciative comment: “To have produced 
such classics,” he says, ‘‘as the volumes of 
Buckminster, Channing, Dewey, Hedge, 
Parker, Martineau, would alone give dig­ 
nity to tbe half century of denominational 
life in which they appeared, the more 
when we think of the limited range in 
numbers that denominational lifeembraces 
and the fresh spirit with which these pio­ 
neers are followed by writers of fully equal 
vigor and popular quality, reflecting quite 
as cleatlv tbe very different intellectual 
tendencies of oar own day.” 
It has so happened, however, that these 
truly great names do not now represent to 
ns the standard-bearers of a movement that 
is felt to have an importance and an influ­ 
ence that cannot be measured by auy de­ 
nominational slrength. even the greatest, 
and so the allegiance of tbe great body of 
the thoughtful and reverent of the world 
passes over the church to that higher claim 
upon it. which it recognizes in what may 
be called the literature that gives distinct­ 
ive character to tbe time in which we live. 
But this very literature is Unitarian in a 
peculiar sense, not Unitarian in any ety­ 
mological meaning of tbe term, but 
Unitarian 
in 
that 
regard 
which 
the 
discriminating 
editor 
of 
the 
New York Tribune understood as synony­ 
mous with the movement of thought 
which operates upnn the highest level of 
intellectual and inoral accomplishment. It 
living or recently dead have' claimed our 
is almost trite to name over even a few, con­ 
fining the examples to our laq,d, of those who 
fellowship. AniODg scientists and edu­ 
cators, Joseph Priestley, Sir Charles Lyell, 
Louis Agassiz and Horace Mann; among 
statesmen and jurists, John Adams and 
John Quincy Adams, Edward Everett and 
Fisber Ames, John Marshall and Charles 
Sumner, Daniel Wtbster, Josiah Quincy, 
John A. Andrews, Joseph Story and George 
W. Curtis; among poets, Bryant and Long­ 
fellow and Lowell and Holmes; among 
historians. II incroft, and Motley, and Pres­ 
cott, and Hildreth, and Parkman aud 
Sparks, while in the more distinctly liter­ 
ary firmament the constellation which 
shines with the greatest brilliancy is com­ 
posed of those who in their teachings not 
only reflect that higher religions thought 
for which Unitarianism stands rep­ 
resentative, but who themselves make 
our church's altar the shrine which 
contains the mystery before which they 
reverently kneel. And what is this move­ 
ment of thought of which the teachings of 
the brightest and best of tbe land are found 
to be representative and expository? It is 
discovered in the acceptance of that general 
truth upon which I am insisting; that all 
scripture is given by inspiration of God. 
Ail scripture, not all of the Hebrew Bible, 
but surely most of it; and also something 
that anciently found place in the Vedas, 
the Averias, the Eddas and the Korans of 
the world. Scripture, too, that is found in 
what of universal truth was proclaimed by 
-Eschylus, nnd Plato, and Virgil, and 
Dante; by Shakespeare, and Wordsworth, 
and Goethe, anil Browning, so recently 
dead. But the scripture which makes ap- 
ppal to our consideration, and is that 
which iu the highest expression of it may­ 
be considered to contain tbe substance of 
Unitarian faith, may bp described as tbe 
testimony borne to ns from every depart­ 
ment of intelligent and reverent investiga­ 
tion, frcm tbe domains of history and science 
and philology and arclrcjlogy, that the 
real revelation of God is not limited 
to a book or to a race, for from all prov­ 
inces of his creation there comes a teach­ 
ing which, adequately understood, is prof­ 
itable for the things which add dignity and 
significance to human life. And this is onr 
liberal faith ; a faith in tbe righteous gov­ 
ernment of thiDgs: a taith in some ulti­ 
mate and fortunate destiny ; a belief that 
some great progress is working in tbe 
world, and which slowly but steadily and 
everlastingly is carrying the race onward 
to compass a moral accomplishment for 
which time can furnish no adequate meas­ 
ure ; and it seems to me that the only faith 
that can satisfy the reason of this latter age 
is that faith which comes in esteeming all 
real knowledge, from whatever source de­ 
rived, as scripture given by inspiration of 
God.

State Superintendent Hoitt.'g Observations 
About líakerslield. 
Ira G. Hoitt, Superintendent of Public 
Instruction, returned from Bakersfield yes­ 
terday, where he had been attending the 
Kern County Teachers’ Institute during 
the past week. In reply to a Record- 
Union reporter, who inquired of Mr. Hoitt 
concerning what he saw and how he found 
things, the latter said: 
“I was delighted with my entire trip. I 
went to San Francisco and attended a meet­ 
ing of the Regents of the University on 
Tuesday, and enjoyed my ride to Bakers­ 
field on Wednesday. The entire San Joa­ 
quin valley is becoming beautiful and 
pleasant to look upon. On my arrival, I 
found Dr. Stratton just closing one of his 
most interesting lectures to tbe Institute 
and the public. Tbe next morning all 
the teachers in the county except two were 
present at the Institute, and all took an 
earnest, thoughtful part in the exeicisea. 
Mr. T. O. Crawford, of the Oakland public 
schools, was present, aud took an active 
part in the discussions. Mr. Crawford lec­ 
tured in the evening. 
Amongst other 
prominent persons present and taking some 
part in the Institute work were Mr. Joseph 
O'Connor, of San Francisco, and Mr. C. S. 
Young, ex-State Superintendent of Schools, 
now managers of the Young A O'Connor 
I.erdo Colony, twelve miles from Bakers­ 
field; also, Mr. Stuitb, editor of the Echo, 
and Mr. Sherman, editor of the Kern County 
Californian, and Rev. Mr. Graham. These 
gentlemen addressed the Institute, much 
to the pleasure and profit of all concerned. 
On Friday evening 1 lectured to a full 
house, whose marked attention and ex­ 
pressions of appreciation afforded me satis­ 
faction. 
“The people of Bakersfield take great in­ 
terest in their schools and while wonders 
are being done iu tbe way of rebuilding 
the town in a more substantial manner 
than before, the Trustees are about to call a 
school election to vote on the question of 
issuing $40,000 or $00,000 in bonds for the 
erection of a fine new school building. The 
press is seconding the motion in good 
earnest and there is no doubt that the ma­ 
jority vote will be in favor of the new 
house. AmoDgst the work exhibited by the 
various schools of the county was a beauti­ 
ful new American flag nine by fourteen 
feet, bearing forty-two stars, ju6t pur­ 
chased by tbe school in Tehachapi district; 
I am sure it will not be long before the 
te«ch*rs, pupils and people iu Baserstiekl 
and some of the otr.er districts in Kern 
county will cause the American flag to 
float over their school buildings and suit­ 
able decorations will ornament their inside 
walls. 
"No better evidence is needed of the 
enerey, enterprise and true pluck of the 
people of Bakersfield, than the fact that 
siuce the great fire, tbere has been com­ 
pleted, or are now in process of completion, 
$620,000 worth of new and substantial 
buildiDgs. It does one good to be amongst 
such people if only for a short time. 
The teachers and the people declared the 
Institute to have been the best ever 
held in the county and Superintend­ 
ent Harrel! received many congratu­ 
lations. which he deserved. At the close 
of my lecture Mr. Young and Mr. Joseph 
O’Connor extended an invitation to all 
members of the Institute to take a free 
ride to Lerdo end partake of a free banquet 
and visit the famous stock ranches on the 
great Haggiu plantation. 
Accordingly 
teams were ready on Saturday morning, 
aud after driving twelve miles over a good 
road, flanked by broad acres, beautifully 
and literally covered with gorgeous wild 
flowers, we arrived at Lerdo, where we 
found sixty men and 150 horses engaged in 
making irrigation districts, leveling the 
land, plowing and planting 250 acres in 
raisins. It was a novel sight for some of 
us, and after riding about for an hour we 
were treated to a banquet such as no one 
can find only on such a ranch, managed 
by such enterprising men. We all con­ 
cluded that Young and O’Connor bad a 
fortune in sigbt, if they did not already 
possess it, and that they deserved it. 
"From there we were driven to tbe 
charming residence of Hon. W. B. Carr, at 
Belleview, twelve miles away. Here we 
found trees laden with fine oranges and 
some of the largest garden vegetables we 
bad ever seen. 
We were courtcousiy 
shown about the place by the younger Mr. 
Carr, and again took up the line of inarch 
to the residence of Captain Taylor, where 
we spent an hour viewing the tine blooded 
horsts. 
"A short drive from here and we were at 
the dairy and creamery, and after a short 
stop we were whirled into Bakersfield be­ 
hind our fleet steppers, where we arrived 
at 6 p. M , all wootltripg at the wonderful 
productiveness of the soil when sufficiently 
supplied with water. For, though it be 
‘desert’ land, it makes vegetation blossom 
like the rose.”

A Gale from the Southeast th at Traveled 
Forty Miles an H ou r-B ut No 
D am age Reported. 


Saturday night’s storm was one of the 
fiercest ever experienced in this vicinity. 
The southeast wind increased in force all 
the evening, and by midnight was blowing 
a perfect gale. As the night advanced the 
velocity of the wind increased, and rain 
fell in torrents. The wind fairly howled as 
it swept up over the plains, and caused 
firmly-built frame houses in the city to 
quiver and shake. It came in fitful gusts, 
or waves, and for some seconds before one 
of these blasts would strike its approach 
was signaled by an ominous roaring sound, 
causing the occupants of unsteady build­ 
ings considerable nervousness. It was ex­ 
pected that the morning would reveal the 
wreck of more or less of the weaker struc­ 
tures and the downfall of some of the 
giant pir.es and cypress trees in the Capitol 
P ark; but fortunately no disasters were 
visible when the sun rose bright and 
warm, and none have been reported. 
Signal Observer Barwick reports his ob­ 
servations of the storm and weather of 
Saturday night and yesterday as follows: 
The rainfall from Saturday night at 5 
o’clock to 5 A. M. Sunday was .26 of an 
inch, and from Sunday a t 5 a . m . to about 
10 A. m . the amouDt was 90 of an inch; 
showing the heaviest precipitation to have 
been during yesterday morning. 
The barometer has fluctuated np and 
down in a most unstable manner. For in­ 
stance, at 5 a. m on Saturday it recorded 
30.03 inches; at 5 p. .m. 29.79; at 5 a. m. yes­ 
terday 29 58 inches, and at 5 o’clock last 
evening 29.78. This shows a fall on Satur­ 
day of .24 ol an inch, .21 of an inch on 
Saturday night, and then a rise yesterday 
of .20 of an inch. All these changes are 
abnormal because great; a change in eight 
hours should not be more than from .08 to 
.12 o! au inch. Such rapid changes in the 
barometical conditions of the atmosphere, 
whether up or down, is rather a poor sign 
for settled weather. 
The total rainfall for the storm was 1 22 
inches, makiDg for this, year 7 84 inches, 
and for this season 24 83 inches, as against 
9 94 inches to the 1st day of March last 
year. 
The average rainfall for February, as de­ 
duced from a record of forty years,’ is 2.77 
inches. This month, therefore, has now 
about 155 inches less than the average 
precipitation for the entire month. 
The average for the season up to March 
1st, as deduced from a record of forty years, 
is 14 40 inches This shows the present 
season's rainfall to be 10 46 inches above 
the season's average. 
The highest and lowest temperature yes­ 
terday was 51° and 42°. The temperature 
at 5 a. m. and 5 p. m. was 4S° and 46°, 
respectively. The highest and lowest one 
year ago yesterday was 50° and 35°. The 
highest and lowest one year ago lo-day 
was 52° and 31°, and the weather clear and 
cold.The velocity of the wind in this city dur­ 
ing Saturday night and yesterday morning 
was between thirty-six and forty miles an 
hour. 
The rainfall at lied Bluff during the 
storm was over one and one-half inches, 
with high winds of thirty-six miles per 
hour. No reports have been received from 
Oregon, the line being down. 
About 8 o’clock last evening there was a 
sharp hail-storm, lasting for several min- 
ntts, and between that hour aud midnight 
a few light showers of rain fell. 
The heavens were very black at mid­ 
night, and the indications pointed to an­ 
other heavy storm. 


EXCURSIONISTS BLOCKADED. 
They Visit the Sierras am i See Snow 
W ith a Vengeance, 
Ho, for Truckee I 
That was the motto of the large excur­ 
sion party which left this city Saturday 
evening on the overland train with the 
view of feasting their eyes upon the 
grandeur of Sierra scenery, and of passing 
through the perpendicular cliffs of snow, 
where only a couple of weeks ago several 
hundred passengers were imprisoned for 
two weeks, shut off from the rest of the 
world. 
But they didn’t get to Truckee. 
And what is more, they were treated to 
much more in the way of scenery than 
they bargained for. When they left Sacra 
mento the weather was very squally, and 
Sergeant Barwick predicted no immediate 
cessation. But the excursionists were en­ 
thusiastic over the prospects of getting a 
genuine snow-storm thrown in with the 
scenery, all for $6, and loudly clamored, 
“On with the dance.” 
The dance went on. As the train began 
to climb the foothills, prior to bursting 
with all its glory upon the ermine-cloaked 
scenery, the squally weather shifted around 
into cold, wet weather. Some one ven­ 
tured to suggest that, after all, they might 
not have sucha gloriously splendid time; 
but, though the enthusiasm was not quite 
so pronounced as it was upon the start, yet 
the dubious onc3 were very decidedly "sat 
upon." The train continued to ascend, un­ 
til finally one of the excursionists made 
the discovery that it was no longer rain­ 
ing, but snowing. Yes, they had reached 
the snow belt and a blinding Enow-etorm. 
It continued to snow all night, some fif­ 
teen inches failing before morning. The 
train continued on its course, but slow, 
however, until the famous Cascade cut was 
reached., This is the place where the rail­ 
road company was given its hardest fight 
during the great blockade, and where, it is 
said, it storms harder than any place in 
the country. The wind was blowing a 
hurricane at the time and the lately-fallen 
snow was drifting badly. 
The train managed to get through the 
cut all right but just as it was emerging at 
the place known as Cascade Spur a snow 
bank was encountered, which put a stop to 
further progress. The enthusiasm of the 
excursionists was slightly chilled by the 
general condition of things, but still they 
were buoyed up by the realization that 
they were getting "a whole lot” for their 
money. 
It was 5:20 a. m. when the halt was made, 
but had it not been for an accident which 
happened to the Cyclone snowplow, which 
came down to clear the way for the train, 
the delay would have been of little conse­ 
quence. As it was, however, the Cyclone 
had only thrown out a few tons of snow 
when her steam pipe exploded, and she 
was of no farther use. But this was not 
the serious part oí the accident. The Cy­ 
clone met with the accident at a point 
where it was difficult to get out again, ow­ 
ing to the drifts which covered the track 
behind her. A force of shovelers were sent 
for, and they labored to raise the blockade 
all day. The Cyclone was finally removed 
and the rotary plow look her place. The 
latter did splendid work, clearing the track 
in short order. The train, however, could 
not move, owing to the fact that the snow 
had drifted upon the cars and against them 
to such an extent that it was necessary to 
dig them out. By evening four of the for­ 
ward coaches, comprising the eastbound 
portion of the train, were released, and an 
engine took them to the Summit, leaving 
the excursionists behind, as they had not 
yet been dug out. 
A dispatch was received by the Record- 
T'nion last evening from one of the excur­ 
sionists, which read as follows : 
Cascade. February 16th.—The train which 
left Sacramento last evening in charge of con­ 
ductor J. L. Pearson, having on board a large 
excursion parry for Truckee, has been snowed 
in since 5:-0 this morning. It has been snow­ 
ing all day. On*5 of the mostteirible storms has 
been raging. The entire party, however, is still 
happy. This afternoon Superintendent Wright, 
of the Sacramento division, ordered an engine 
down lrom Summit with provisions for the pas­ 
sengers. The parties who carried the supplies 
in had to wade through live feet of snow. 
The latest information received at the 
depot last evening was to the effect that the 
shovelers were making rapid progress, and 
that in all probability the cars would soon 
Joe released*. The excursion train will not 
complete its trip to Truckee, as it is the 
opinion of the majority of the party that 
tht-v have seen enough already. The ex­ 
cursionists will, bearing accidents, arrive 
home this morning, 
Deputy State Treasurer Danielwr'z is one 
of the passengers on board the excursion 
car. Last evening the following telegram 
was received from him : 
Summit, February 16ih. 
E G Biasing, Proprietor Capital Hotel, Sacra­ 
mento ■ We are completely snow-bound, with no 
apparent prospect of breakiug the blockade. I 
have had all the snow 1 want ; in fact, that is 
all we have.

BASEBALL TALK. 
Death of Eddie Lorrigan—Doings of Well- 
Known Players, 
The announcement in this morning’s dis­ 
patches of the death of Eddie Lorrigan, the 
famous California pitcher, yesterday, will 
be read with regret by the thoustnds of ad­ 
mirers of the young Stockton boy. Lorri­ 
gan, though never a hardy youth, was a 
wonderful ball-player, and without doubt 
the greatest pitcher California ever pro­ 
duced. He first became prominent as a 
baseball player in 1886, when he filled the 
position of shortstop for the old Stockton 
amateur club. In the early part of 1887 he 
did his first work in the pitcher’s box, 
being connected with the A. & G.’s of 
Stockton, which team -was connected with 
the new Pacific Coast League, over whose 
destinies Andy I’iercy presided. The new 
league was short-lived, however, but not 
too short for the public as well as the man­ 
agers of the California League to discover 
that Lorrigan 
was 
a phenomenon 
in the pitching line. There was a 
demand on all sides for his services, but 
the Pioneers were successful and Lorrigan 
went to San Francisco. His wonderful 
work during the remainder of the season 
of 1887 won the championship for the Pio­ 
neers. They were last in the race before 
he joined their ranks. In 1888 Lorrigan 
announced his determination to re'.irefrom 
the diamond, owing to his gradually failing 
health, but his friends in Stockton brought 
such pressure to bear upon him that he 
finally signtd to play that year with the 
Slough City team. He held out until 
August and then broke down—it was con­ 
sumption. He went south and for a time 
showed such improvement that many of 
his admirers hoped to again see him on the 
ball field. But he never recovered, and 
during last year gradually fell away, and 
finally—some weeks ago—was compelled 
to take to his bed. 
Fred Jevne, who played part of last sea­ 
son with the Sacramentos, is now in Chi­ 
cago, disengaged, bnt will probably secure 
au engagement in the Western Association. 
McSorley, who guarded the third bag fir 
the Sacramentos last year, is in St. Louis, 
and has, so it is reported, concluded to 
leave thediamoBd. 
Hapeman, theyouDg Sacramento twirler, 
has been offered an Eastern engagement, 
and will in all probability accept. 
George Stallings, of last year’s Oakland 
team, has signed to play with the Brooklyn 
League team. 
Coughlin, who is to pitch for the Chicago 
League club, is expected by Anson to do 
great work the coming season. 
Bittman, whom the Sacramentos tried to 
secure to guard second base for them this 
season, has been signed by Kansas City. 
Nick Smith has written to Manager 
Rowe, of the Denver Club, saying that he 
will behave himself this season if given an 
opportunity to play. 
The Northern California League circuit 
has been made out, and will be composed 
of the following teams: Woodland, Marys­ 
ville, Oroville aud the Lavensons ot this 
city. Manager Walsh, of the Orovilles, 
was in Sacramento a few days ago, and 
made arrangements with Manager Devine, 
of the Lavensons, to enter the League. 
A new ball park will he built at Oroville, 
which will be the finest in the State outside 
of the professional leagne grounds, and a 
team will be placed in the field which will 
make the others "hustle.” 
The Marysville team will be composed 
principally of old-time ball players of that 
city. Manager Browning of the Wood­ 
lands will place a club in the field that will 
make an interesting struggle for the pen­ 
nant. 
The Lavensons, the leading amateur 
team of Sacramento, will open the season 
in their handsome new uniforms of navy 
blue, with white letters and belt and ma­ 
roon cap and stockings, and will struggle 
hard to land the Northern California 
League pennant in the “City of Homes.”

THEODORE WINTERS’ STABLE ON THE

ally turned out. The stable was a model 
ol neatness and order, indicating at once 
that a careful supervision was exercised 
over everything. Mr. 8mith, who was dis­ 
engaged, kindly showed me round the 
stable and expatiated on the horses which 
looked in very good trim. A neat racy look­ 
ing two-year-old filly Felucca, is by Guv 
Wilkes 2:151 out ol Cora by Buccaneer, 
grand dam Pearl by Blue Bull. Mr. Smith 
sold Cora to Mr. Corbitt last year. The 
three-year-old Kalibar with a true Sultan 
head is in every respect a grand looking 
three-year-old having good shoulders and 
a strong back, with splendid legs andjfeet. 
He is a powerful bay colt and has done 
some fast work. He is by Gay Wilkes 
2:151, dam by Sultan, grand dam Inez 2:30 
by the Moor. Mr. Smith, who is one of 
our most successful trainers, is well known 
all over the State for his straightforward 
driving, while having been almost bred in 
the business, he should not lack experi­ 
ence, and is reputed—and worthily so—one 
of the most careful enlightened trainers of 
either old or young horses, Thap3in and 
many otbers having been successfully cam­ 
paigned by him for several seasons. OwiDg 
to Thapsin’s break up at the Bay District 
last fail, from which place he has never 
been fit to be removed, Mr. Smith has not 
yet a horse fit to start in the 2:20 class, hut 
it is dollars to ceDts that he has one or two 
in his string when the bell rings that will 
bear watching, and the public will be 
pleased to hear it, for they always have a 
saver on Wilbur’s entry because, as a well 
known bettor and owner said 'we know him 
and consequently can rely on him.’ It ex­ 
pressed everything, implicit belief in his 
anility and also in bis integrity, and don’t 
you forget it, is not misplaced.” 
TALK OF THE STABLES. 
George Kinney, who made such a mark 
in the stud last year (his fir3t season’s 
foals which have raced), is the property of 
N. T. Harris, Kentucky. Mr. Haggin.who 
sold Kinney, has an elder brother in John 
Happy, whose colts have the true Scotland 
appearance. Mr. Harris, who has been in 
New Orleans, says he has twenty-two year­ 
lings which will be sold in New York. 
Eighteen are by George Kinney, two by 
Neptune, one by Leonatns and one by Sar­ 
acen. The latter has not been given much 
chance in the stud, but Mr. Hatris is confi­ 
dent of bis ability to get race horses, and 
will give him more opportunity to prove it 
hereafter. 
Among the Kinneys are a 
sister to Flyaway, a brother to Grayson, a 
colt out of Batchelor’s Princess, a filly out 
of Olivette, a lilly out of Princess Ban, a 
colt out of a sister to Blazes, a filly out of 
the granddam of Dew Drop and others. 
They are a handsome lot. 
"Aurelius,” in a communication to the 
New York Sportsman, refers to that branch 
of the Mambrino family represented by 
General Benton. 
Hambletonian stands 
first as a speed producer in that line, Gen­ 
eral Benton second and Mambrino Chief 
third. Who dare predict that General 
Benton's "branch” will not in breeding in 
overhaul the great Mambrino Chief in 
the course of time? and possibly press 
hard upon Hambletonian’s heeis.—Breeder 
and Sportsman. 
Agent Brodhead, of Woodburn Farm, 
has reached the conclusion that thorough­ 
bred blood does more tbnn sustain 
the trotting action; that it also in­ 
tensifies it, and is really to some extent 
also a trotting cross. "Our consideration 
of this fact,” observes the New York Sports­ 
man, “has led us to believe the point well 
taken, for it is a matter of fact that the 
thoroughbred knows only two ways of go­ 
ing, he trots or runs, and does not require 
to be converted to either.”

W. McCormick has resigned the position 
of trainer for Theodore Winters, aud is at 
present at the home of his parents in this 
city. McCormick and James Garland have 
purchased from Mr. Winters the colt 
Black Bart, by Three Cheers. The young­ 
ster is said to be a most promising colt. 
W. M. Murry’s three-year-old Kiro is 
moving in grand style now, aDd should be 
a good colt by the time racing starts. He 
worked a mile on the extreme outside of 
the Sacramento track in better than two 
minutes, which is about equivalent to 1:49, 
a little fast for this time of the year, re­ 
marks the Breeder and Sportsman.

HEARTLESS DEED. 
An Infant Left to Die of Exposure on a 
Citizen's Doorstep. 
Shortly before noon yesterday E. A. 
Spencer, who resides on E street, between 
Tenth and Eleventh, was passing the resi­ 
dence of S. E. Carrington, in that neigh­ 
borhood, when he saw a bundle or roll, 
wrapped on the outside with Turkish 
toweling, lying upon the front steps. There 
was something in the appearance of the 
bundle that excited his suspicions, and 
knowing that Mr. Carrington’s family were 
at church he went upon the steps aud.un­ 
did the package. 
His worst suspicions were then verified. 
He found it to contain the dead body of a 
white female infant from one to two weeks 
old. The babe had on the usual quantity 
of infantile wraps, but all its covering was 
soaking wet, showing that the poor little 
waif had lain on the steps for several 
hours exposed to the fierce rainlall of the 
early morning. 
Mr. Spencer went at once to the church 
aud notified Mr. Carrington, who in turn 
informed the CoroDer, and the body of the 
child was removed to the morgue. It seems 
that Mr. Carrington's family, in leaving 
the bous-u went out a side-door and thus 
overlooked the bundle on the front steps. 
From all appearances the infant had been 
dead but a few hours, although it wes quite 
cold when found. The probability is that 
it was placed on the door-step early in the 
morning in the hope that it would soon be 
found and csred for by the family. There 
was nothing on the child to give any cine 
es to the identity of the uanatural parents. 
It was a heartless, murderous deed to ex­ 
pose a tender babe to the pitiless storm that 
r'ge.l, and the result makes it, morally, 
little less than infanticide.

Times correspondent sends the following: 
A shocking accident occurred a short 
tim e ago at Gatschina. 
Am ong the dwell­ 
ers in that picturesque village town is 
Privy Councilor Von Dietz, Superintendent 
of the Im perial stables and one of the most 
respected members of the Czar's household. 
W hen the Court moved to the metropolis, 
Von Dietz, who was forced to accompany 
their Majesties, left a wife and three chil­ 
dren at Gatschiua. 
A few days after h er husband’s depart­ 
ure M adarae Von Dietz proceeded to call 
on her neighbor, Princess Goiityne, whose 
hutband is a m em ber of the Im perial 
household. 
M adame Von Dieiz took her 
six year-oid boy with her. 
W hile tbe 
ladies were conversing in the garden the 
little boy, Seresha, as he wa3 called, was 
sent by the m other to return to the house 
to fetch a paper. 
H e was gone so long that the ladies be­ 
cam e alarm ed and sum m oned a page to 
find the cause of the child's delay. 
In about ten m inutes tbe page reap­ 
peared, saying that the dogs were out lor 
exercise, and that they would not let him 
pass. H e added that he had attem pted in 
vain to beat them back with his whip, but 
they had become so ugly in their dem on­ 
strations toward him that he did not dare 
to proceed farther. 
" W h at has come over the dogs?” ex­ 
claimed both ladies at once; ‘‘they have 
never acted like that before.” 
‘‘They seem to be dragging a kind of 
sics; or bundle about,” replied tbe page. “I 
could not tee what it was exactly because 
of the twilight, but they seemed to be in a 
state of perfect frenzy.” 
Greatly alarmed, tbe ladies imm ediately 
sum m oned assistance and proceeded to the 
court-yard. where, w ith the greatest diffi­ 
culty, the dogs were whipped off the bun­ 
dle which they were worryiug and which, 
to the horrnr of ail present, proved to be 
the boy, or rather w hat was left thereof of 
the poor little golden-haired, blue eyed 
Seresha. 
Mme. Dietz swooned on the spot, and is 
prostrated with an attack of brain fever, 
which it is feared m ay perm anently de­ 
prive her of her reason. 
3y the order of the Czar the entire pack 
of hounds were destroyed on the following 
day. None of the dogs were more than 
eight or nine m onths old, and they have 
been regarded as mere puppies, and there­ 
fore not dangerous. They were of peculiar 
breed, raised only for wolf hunts, being 
the issue of a cross between tam e she 
wolves and gigantic woli hounds. 
Little Seresha, who was tbe godson of 
the Empress, was know n and beloved by 
everybody, both at the palace and in the 
town of Gatschina. Tbe Czar and Czarina, 
and the members of tbe Im perial family, 
are deeply affected by his terrible death 
and have done everything in their power 
to console the grief-stricken father, who 
has been prom oted to a higher rank and 
been presented by A lexander III. with a 
beautiful villa in the Im perial park at 
Peterhof in lieu of the house at Gatschina, 
which could not fail to awake painful 
memories cf the tragedy. 


TO 
W ED 
H U ST E P-M O TH ER . 


A C urious A llian ce A b o u t to O ccur in 
th e Ita lia u N obility. 
R om e, February 16!h.—The New York 
Times correspondent sends the following 
ablegram: 
A lthough scarcely a fortnight has elapsed 
ince the death of King H um bert’s only 
orother, the Duke d’Aosta, rum ors are al­ 
ready current concerning the disposal of 
the hand oi the widowed Duchess at the 
close of the customary twelve m onths’ 
m ourning. 
The bridegroom chosen by popular re­ 
port is no less a person than her step-son, 
the eldest of the three children oi the late 
D uke by his first marriage. 
In 1888 tbe 
young Prince was not only deeply attached, 
but head over ears in love with his cousin 
Letitia, and only awaited his twenty-first 
birthday in order to m ake a request in due 
form for her hand. 
His father, the Duke, may or may not 
have been aware of his son’s sentim ents in 
th e m atter. 
At any rate, he appeared to 
ignore them , and put forward his own 
mure m ature pretensions to his niece’s 
heart. The boy, horrified at the idea of 
becoming a rival of his father, of whom lie 
was passionately fond, started off on for­ 
eign travels, from which he did not return 
u n til three m onths after the wedding had 
taken place. 
The Prince is exceedingly handsome, 
bearing a striking resemblance to his 
m other. 
As he has inherited an enorm ous fortune 
from the iatter, his m arriage with the wid­ 
owed Duchess would clear up the m onetary 
difficulties which she is now called upon 
to face, her husband having left her almost 
penniless and dependent on the bounty of 
K ing Hum bert. 
Tne affinity between the Prince and his 
stepm other would not, according to the 
canon ¡aw of the church, constitute as diffi­ 
cult an im pediment as that which existed 
between tbe late Duke and bis niece, and 
in view of the fact that the young man 
stands next to the weakly and delicate 
Crown Prince in line of direct succession to 
the throne, and that be is, like his father, 
very devout, it is probable that the Vatican 
would grant the necessary dispensation. 
A nother cablegram from Rome says tbe 
widow of the Duke d’Aosta has gone to 
stay with her mother, the Princess Cloth 
ilde, at M oncalieri. The Princess Clothilde 
has become a religious devotee, and i« urg­ 
ing her daughter to retire to parm snent se- 
cludou from the world in a convent. The 
Queen of Italy strongly opposes this dispo­ 
sition of her life and tie ires Princess Leti­ 
tia to come to Rome or to keep her court 
at Torino, where a royal palace would be 
placed at her disposai. The Princess Le­ 
titia has not yet m ade up her m ind as to 
w hat she prefers to do, but the people 
w ould be best pleased if she were to follow 
Queen Marghe'rita’s advice.

London, February 16th.—All the Minis­ 
ters were present at the Cabinet meeting 
yesterday. 
The session was unusually

on. From ail that can be learned of the 
discussion, it is not likely the Government 
will arant a special inquiry into the m eth­ 
ods of tbe Times, basing the refusal upon 
tbe ground that the field has already been 
c o cred by the Commission as m uch as the 
m stter deserves. 
V.’hen interviewed, Parnell said : “ I am 
g reatlr pleased with the report of tbe Com­ 
mission! 
No great political party was ever 
subm itted to tbe judgment of their politi­ 
cal opponents as ours has been, and we 
have reason to be proud of the vindica­ 
tion.” 
W hen asked as to w hether the Judges 
were preciude-d by statute from entering 
any condem nation of the Times. Parnell re- 
neii .spiled: ‘‘Certainly not; I think the 
failure to do so wa3 monstrous, aDfl was for 
the purpose of influencing the Times' ac­ 
tion." I it;:?nd to demand an inquiry into 
th e forgers- conspiracy, and as soon as P ar­ 
liam ent meets will move to that effect.”

seriously disturbed by tbe attacks which 
his old friends «f the Republican press are 
m aking upon him . There is scarcely a 
newspaper of h i3 own party th at does not 
hold him up to public scorn and reproba­ 
tion, and the epithets ‘‘traitor.” “syco­ 
phant-’ and “Judas,” are freelv used, be­ 
cause the other day Senor Casteiar sent a 
note to the palace respectfully asking after 
th e condition of the sick baby King, and 
expressing the hope that the little sufferer 
m ight 
speedily be 
restored to health. 
Earnest Republican as he is, he appreciates 
the 
adm irable 
features of C hristianas 
liberal reign, and he appreciates, too, the 
noble womanliness that m akes her life 
beautiful and conspicuous in the annals of 
Spanish royalty. 
W hatever may be the end of ChristiDa’s 
reign, there is this to be said, that she en­ 
tered upon it under tbe most trying cir­ 
cumstances, and that she has acquitted her­ 
self thus far in a m anner above ail praise, 
although difficulties and troubles innum er­ 
able have fallen in her way. She was a 
foreigner, w ith ideas and m anners and 
tem peram ent very different from those of 
Spain. She was not beautiful and had no 
love for Bbow and pompous public cere­ 
monials. These facts prejudiced the Span­ 
ish people against her. and then she came 
as the successor of the much-loved Mer­ 
cedes, and that also counted against her.
